(A) FPROHIBITED.

A PERSON MAY NOT SET FIRE TO OR BURN PROPERTY OF ANY KIND WITH THE
INTENT TO DEFRAUD ANOTHER.

(B) PENALTY.

A PERSON WHO VIOLATES THIS SECTION IS GUILTY OF A MISDEMEANOR AND
ON CONVICTION IS SUBJECT TO IMPRISONMENT NOT EXCEEDING 5 YEARS OR A FINE
NOT EXCEEDING $5,000 OR BOTH.

{C) STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS AND IN BANC REVIEW.
